June 8.—If holders of 
Alberta securities refuse to accept the 
reduced interest rates authorised by 
an order-ln-coundl passed last Sat¬ 
urday by tha provincial government, 
they will not be paid the full Inter¬ 
est rates specified on the bonds, 
according to Hon. Charles Cockroft. 
provincial treasurer. 

Mr. Cockroft was commenting yes¬ 
terday evening on the order which 
provides for cutting In half pay¬ 
ments on provincial securities for 
Interest due on periods after June I. 
and which says tha provincial treas¬ 
urer la empowered to offer, “and if 
accepted," to- pay the bondholders 
the lower rates. 

Lleutenant-Oovernor W. L. Walsh 
signed the order-In-council. 

The words “and If accepted" do not 
mean that if t)to bondholders do not 
accept the lower rates, tha provin¬ 
cial treasurer must pay the full rates 
Mr. Cockroft emphasised. 

Regarding reports trading of Al¬ 
berta bonds had been removed from 
the London Stock Exchange, Mr 
Cockroft stated only dealers would 
be affected and streassd tha gov¬ 
ernment w%» concerned only with the 
actual bondholders. 

A satisfactory agreement with the 
holders was tha government's goal, 
the provincial treasurer added. 

"We expect to meet holders of 
Alberta bonds In a few days." he 
said, “and have a frank discussion 
snd arrtvs at 'un arrangement agree¬ 
able not only to the holders, but 
to tha government aa wall."

engineers, nurses, etc., daily engaged in ministering to 
the physical, mental and spiritual needs of all who 
live on the great spread of British Columbia coast- 
line and the islands adjacent thereto.

RESTORING THE BANK 

U NDER FINANCE MINISTER DUN- 

ning'a change k the Bank of Canada set-up. 
through making a new capital stock issue, the federal 
government will own 51 per cent of the bank's stock, 
will nominate a majority of' the directors, will con¬ 
trol the annual meeting throogh its majority voting 
power and control the bank's policy through a ma¬ 
jority of the directors. Mr. Dunning thus makes ef¬ 
fective a majority public ownership and government 
control, subject to parliamentary restraint, as pledged 
by Mr. Mackenzie King and his party in the last 
election campaign. 

The 12,000 shareholders across the country, 
who took up the stock when it was offered, will not 
be disturbed in their holdings. Under the incorpora¬ 
tion it was provided no one may hold more than 
$2,500 of stock m the bank. Actually the mdi- 
vidual holdings average less than one-fifth of that. 
Tha government might have eliminated these holders 
by compelling them to tell it their stock. But Mr. 
Dunning recognized that he was dealing with an or¬ 
ganization that was functioning and that the share- 
holders had invested k good faith. 

As to the benk's ability to maintain its dividends 
to the small holders u well as pay oo the new 
5,100.000 shares, the report for the last year is 
reassuring. It shows profits of $764,228. To pay 
'dividends to the existing shareholders. $239,000 was 
required. After setting aside $173,092 for rest fund 
and $5,951 for Civil Service fund there was left a 
sum of $346,184 which went into the treasury of the 
country through the Receiver-General. Aa profits 
were limited to 4% per cent, the shareholders could- 
not participate in sudntnplui earnings. These sur¬ 
plus earnings k themselves constituted a compelling 
reason for the change in control. It was asked, why 
fthn ■■rail am fit > At it wu really a rlitaiii—rl ta* 


on the people, why should a privately-owned institu¬ 
tion have the right to levy taxation? Taxation is a 
prerogative of Parliament and any institution that 
levies taxation should he controlled by Parliament. 

With the shareholders rested the right to select 
directors of the bank. In practice it was found that 
the shareholders were too widely scattered -and their 
individual holdings too small to make it worth their 
while to go to Ottawa to attend meetings. What 
happened was that aggregations of big business and 
finance, with headquarters k Montreal, selected a 
i slate, circulated it, and after an electioneering cam¬ 
paign elected directors from their own group. These 
directors were men inclined to the belief that Canada 
did not need a central bank and, at least, it should 
not be state-owned. The bank's control in this way 
was handed over to the representatives of the interests, 
whose financial domination of the country the bank 
was promoted to override. 

Thus was modified, if not negatived, the purpose 
of the bank, set out k the act of 1934, “to regulate 
credit and currency in the best interest of the economic 
life of the nation, to control and protect the external 
value of the national monetary, unit, to mitigate . . . 
fluctuations in the general level of production, trade, 
prices and employment ... to promote the economic 
and fmancial welfare of the Dominion." 

Basically, of course, these are functions of 
government, not of a private enterprise. Now Mr. 
Dunning is restoring the control of the bank's func¬ 
tioning to "the authority originally ktended. He is 
implementing Mr. Mackenzie King's statement of 
policy before coming into power that "credit i< a 
public matter not of interest to bankers only, hut 
of direct concern to the sverage citizen. Once a 
nation parts with its control of currency and credit, 
it matters not who makes the nation’s laws, until the 
control of the issue of currency and credit ie restored 
to the government and recognised as its moat con¬ 
spicuous and sacred responsibility, all talk of the 
sovereignty of Parliament and of democracy is idle 
and futile." 

A GOLF TIFF 

A N INTERESTING POINT HAS 

cropped up in the realm of British golf. In a 
recent $8,000 tournament. Henry Cotton, professional 
at a swagger club k Brussels, Belgium, declared 
after a poor second round of seventy-seven that it 
was "a waste of time to go through the qualifying 
rounds of the competition." He said: 

"If it had been serious golf today my round 
would have been the most unpleasant I have ever 
taken part k ... it was sheer carelessness on the 
part of the gallery ... it was, of course, a compara¬ 
tively small one ... the trouble was that the people 
who had presumably come to sec me play simply 
would not stand still." The point which Cotton 
emphasizes is this: 

"As it was a qualifying competition it did not 
matter much, but it probably was the cause of my 
partner. Jack B a lcnlk a, fading to qualify. It Wat 
all the more surprising because k Southport they are 
so keen on golf, 

"At the thirteenth hole I said to myself 'What 
a fool you are to came all the way from Belgium to 
spend two days trying to avoid making an idiot of 
yoursrIf bjrfidting to qualify." ~ 

"For years now I have been first or second k 
this tournament and yet I have to prove my worthi¬ 
ness to play k the competition proper. 

“If I win the open championship this year and 
thus establish my position beyond all question I will 
nevfr again play in a qualifying competition apart 
from the open championship.” 

Those two stalwarts of British golf, George 
Duncan and Abe Mitchell, agreed with Cotton's 
protest “It is a ridiculous state of affaire that the 
leading players should be expected to spend two days 
qualifying." said Duncan. “We are liable to be 
partnered by a man who cannot break 90 and it is 
absolutely unfair to us. For a tournament like this 
at Southport some such principle like this should be 
adopted: That the leading thirty players k the 
tournament last year should be exempt from the qual¬ 
ifying stages."_ « 

■Duncan and Mitchell argued that there it a 
growing feeling among the crack golfers that the 
present conditions are most unsatisfactory and that 
the leading players might decide at any moment not 
to play under existing conditions. Mitchell said that 
in his opinion there should be at least a $25 entrance 
fee charged for the open championship, which would 
be a sufficient deterrent against holidaymakers who 
had no chance of making a show. “In America," 
Mitchell added, "when we go over there we are 
automatically exempt from qualifying. When the 
Americans come over here they ere forced to qualify 
with players who cannot return better scorn than 90. 
The whole thing u ridiculous, and almost aa re s ult 
to our visitors."

REMEMBERING 

AN EXPERT, writing in The Chris* 
^ tian Science Monitor, eajri thet 
if you ere s reesonsbly fast reader 
you should be able to absorb 800 
words, or four-fifths of an ordinary 
newspaper column, in s minute, if 
you are a fast reader, you should be 
able to tuck sway 1J00 or 1.500 words 
In the asm# time—one minute per 
column or about five minutes (taking 
Into consideration the headlines) for 
the whole front page. You can 
check up on that tonight and see 
how good you are si the simple art 
of reading. 

While I doubt that many people 
can read aa fast aa the experts de¬ 
sire. on the other hand, our speed 
in forgetting what we have read la 
extremely satisfactory. It may take 
you fire minutes to read s column 
in the newspaper, but I dare say you 
can forget it in a minute and a half 
at moat. A man who spends half an 
hour poring over his newspaper baa 
forgotten most of what he haa ab¬ 
sorbed when be lays the paper down. 
It la virtually all gone by next morn¬ 
ing. and ha is eager for another paper 
which be can forget with equal 
facility. ^ 

You have to be In the newspaper 
business to realise the public's fa¬ 
cility for forgetting. In his early 
stages the newspaperman will writ# 
some Important piece of news, report 
some vital speech by s statesman and 
he will expect the public to remember 
it at least for a day or two. But a 
day later be can aek ten men of 
average intelligence what they 
thought about so-and-eo and nine of 
them won’t know what be wee talk¬ 
ing about. 

This Is vary discouraging at firat. 
but you stopworrying shout It sfter 
a while. If the public didn't forget 
so easily it might not want so many 
papers the next night. And it is a 
great comfort to know, tn a job like 
this, that you could reprint every 
word you wrote a year ago and no 
one would suspect it. Indeed, you 
often write the same idea ever again 
at * interval wttbbut suspect¬ 

ing it yourself. 

When you think what the news Is 
these days, you realias that while tha 
ability to remember is useful at 
Uatea, nature waa wise and inerclful 
whan ahe made us able to forget so 
easily. 

WHO PAYS? 

MA MWIH ' has some out lor 
1 1 stronger military defences in 
Canada and says we must awaken to 
our rnponatbiutlea as a nation. Mr. 
King ha# replien that Canada, to 
oppoaa militarism, should not mill- 
tarlns Itself. Be is against Jingoism 
and thinks that our safety Ilea in 
agreement and understanding with 
other countriea. 

It Is useful, whatever your ulti¬ 
mate views may be, that these higher 
questions are at last getting ..into 
practical politics, where they must 
be settled In the end. In the mean¬ 
time. so far as I have seen, none of 
the prophets who want Canada to 
embark on a large military pro¬ 
gramme have mid anything about 
the coat of it. or who shall pay the 
bill. They Save certain extremely 
sound arguments on thet? side, but 
building ships, barracks and air¬ 
plane# Is only half the programme. 
The other half la finding the money. 
The advocates at military prepared- 
naee. to be honest, must tell us that 
the money can only oome from a tre¬ 
mendous increase in federal taxation 
In a budget already unbalanced by 
8100.000.000 a year- 

The question is whether Canadians 
want to pay any more taxes when 
the national debt, most of It created 
by the last war. is still Increasing 
every, day. X doubt it. Whether they 
should be willing, whether it would 
be wise to pay them. Is another 
^question. 

The British people are better tax¬ 
payers than we are, but we seem to 
get here a rather fpaggerated idea 
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of their present enthusiasm for mill- 
tary preparation. Aooordlng to a die- J 
patch in the highly reliable New ] 
York Times, the British Army is i 
short 10.000 men In an establishment 
of 186.040. and during the year 
28.500 men am due to leave the 
colors. The territorial army, which Is 
entrusted with the anU-aircraft de¬ 
fence of Britain numberi 128,744. 
but still la abort 47.000. Recruiting, 
ft tx stated, is so difficult that "It 
looks now sa if nothing short of 
conscription will bring tbs army and 
part-time auxiliaries up to their 
arranged strength. ... No two auth¬ 
orities are agreed on what is wrong 
except that soldiering is not popular 
In Britain. . . . Despite hundreds of 
thousands of unemployed willing to 
accept almost any jobs offered to 
them, the army cannot fill Its ranks."

The milk Is , 
scanty during ' j 
the first two or 
three days, but 
becomes profuse, 
in most cas es, 
by the third or 
fourth day. Oc¬ 
casionally the 
milk flow may 
be delayed until 
the tenth or 
twelfth day. 

If the supply 
of milk seems 
Insufficient dur- 
Dr. M. Flsbbein tag the first ten 
or twelve days. 1% should be stimu¬ 
lated by encouraging the baby to 
nurse, by artificial pumping, or In 
some similar manner 

The average mother win secrete 
from 10 to 16 ounces, or about a pint 
of milk by the end of tbe first yreek 
The amount gradually Increases, so 
that by the sixth month she may be 
accreting a quart dally. 

The amount of milk usually paral¬ 
lels demands of tha baby, Complete 
emptying of the breast helps to an- 
courage the milk supply.

Milk from the mother'■ breast pro¬ 
vides twenty calories for each ounce. 
Durtn* the early days. Immediately 
after the birth of the child, the thin 
fluid which is secreted la called colos¬ 
trum. Thla differs from the milk 
which comes later. It contains more 
protein than does the later milk, and 
also is richer tn minerals: but It pro¬ 
vides lees sugar snd less fat. 

It has been established that the 
colostrum of the cow contains sub- 
1 stances which protect calves from 
, certain Infectlonf. It is not known 
whether these substances exist In 
human colostrum, but the latter does 
contain a high percenters of sub¬ 
stances with which antibodies, af- . 
i l acting disease* that concern human ' 
being*, are usually associated. 

Doctor*, therefore. Insist nowadays 
j that babies -should have colostrum. 

| If sit la at all possible for their 
mothers to provide them with it.

Mature milk, which Is secreted by 
the mother after the first month. (4 
about 07.5 per cent water: 1.26 per 
: cent protein: 7 5 per cent sugar, and 
8.5 per cent fat. The amounts of 
theae constituents vary In different ' 
specimens, moat variable being the 
flat, which may be anywhere from 9 
to 6 per cent. 

If the mother Is getting an Insuf¬ 
ficient amqunt of food, the milk will 
be deficient In both fat and protein. 
If she gets too little fluid, the milk 
will diminish In quantity. The com- I 
position of the milk is Influenced 
Mttts by the mother 4 ! diet, except for¬ 
th# vitamins. 

A question Invariably asked t* 
whether tea. coffee, tobacco, or a!eo- j 
hoi affect mother's milk. Most 
doctors are convinced that these sub- I 
stances may be- used in small 
amounts, but that excesses will be 
hsrmfuT 

Alcohol taken in negligible quan¬ 
tities does not appear In the milk. | 
Mothers who are nursing babies, how- j 
ever, should not* experiment with j 
alcoholic drinks, because It is known 
that Intoxication of the nursing : 
mother may produo* harmful symp¬ 
toms In the baby.

Commons Takes Up Bank 
of Canada Measure for 
Second Reading 

Ottawa. June L—The Commons 
this afternoon started debate on 
second reading of the bill provid¬ 
ing for government control of tho 
Rank of Canada. The House yes¬ 
terday evening gave the measure 
fine reading after hearing O. G. 
McGeer, Liberal, Vaucouver-Bur¬ 
ra rd. make an uasucoeasrul effort 
t# have It studied hy a special 
committee. 

The Vancouver mayor and financial 
reformer crltlclaad the government's 
decision to buy control of the Bank 
of Canada and said the Liberals were 
breaking election promises by not 
going the length of freeing the ooun- 
try of the shackles of money ppwwr 
The bill provides for increasing the 
bank’s capital to $10,100,000, and em¬ 
powers the government to appoint 
additional directors to give a voting 
majority. The extra $ 5 , 100.0000 capital 
will be issued to the Minister of 
Finance at par. 

Concluding his speech. Mr. McOeer, 
with Hon. H. H. Stevens. Recon¬ 
struction. as seoonder. moved an 
amendment that the House refer the 
hill to a special committee of seven 
members of the Co mom ns and alt 
Senators, who would hold 9 general 
investigation into currency, credit, 
banking, finance and commerce. He 
also proposed the eommittee draft a 
bill “for a properly constituted central 
bank through which shall be per¬ 
formed the functions of rediscount 
and the control of currency In terms 
of public need, not private gain, and 
through which the supply of currency 
and credit shall be determined In 
relation to the domestic, eoclsl and 
Industrial"requirements of the Cana¬ 
dian people.*' 

MOTION RI LED Ol'T 

Deputy Speaker Sanderson ruled the 
amendment out _of order on the 
grounds the house eommittee could 
not delegate Its duties to a special 
eommittee. 

In a onef discussion before the 
Deputy Speaker's ruling. Premier King 
stra several other members Joined in 
a pithy exchange. 

The Vancouver-Burrard member j 
said his duty was over when he moved | 
the amendment end if the govern¬ 
ment did not see fit to debate it. It 
was all right with him. 

The Prime Minister told Mr. McGeer 
If ho had wanted the amendment 
discussed be should have had the 
courtesy to give the government 
B6 h H . If698 i 8 0 6 Had S BB hUtt 
colleague who had known of the 
McGeer amendment before hearing It 
The McOeer amendment called far 
six senators to sit on the special com¬ 
mittee, noted Mr. King, "arid tf the 
House wants to support a motion of 
that kind it should havs every op¬ 
portunity** 

Mr McOeer said only the rules of 
the House prevented him from In¬ 
itiating a move to hoist the whole 
question over until another session. 
DEPOSITS AND CURRENCY 
During his speech, which was 
listened to by attentive galleries and 
a full complement of members. Mr. 
McGeer attacked the chartered hanks. 
He accused them of creating deposits 
by loaning money until they had 
reached the point at the end of 1939 
of having more in deposits than all 
the currency of the country. Bankers, 
he said, claimed to have on deposit 
$3,000,000,000, but all the money In 
Canada was only $399,000,000 

He called this an "unchallenged 
swindle" and trading short in money. 
He knew of no one else who couM do 
It snd escape going to the peni¬ 
tentiary. 

The Vancouver member mid he 
could not agree with the principle of 
a half-private, half-public central 
bank, particularly when It was ad¬ 
mitted the bank controlled the econ¬ 
omic life of the country by Its power 
over currency and credit. He asked 
who could guarantee the government- 
appointed directors would follow 
blindly the Instructions of the ad¬ 
ministration and not throw In with

the private shareholders' directors to 
thwart the wishes of the government 

The Liberal Party, Mr. McGeer said, 
had made definite promisee before 
snd during the election to over-ride 
the money oligarchy and to restore to 
Parliament the control over credit 
and currency issued In terms of publlo 
need. 

Turning In his seat and sweeping 
his fellow-Uberals with his eyes, Mr 
McGeer repeated that election pro¬ 
misee had been broken. If they con¬ 
tinued to be broken the Liberal Party 
was putting Its "footsteps on that 
trail of broken promises that leads not 
only thseugh the valley of humilia¬ 
tion but down deep to the abysmal 
depths of eternal oblivion." 

Tho people had the right to know, 
he continued, what considerations 
hsd prompted the government to 
switch from a policy of public 
ownership of the bank to one of half- 
private and half-public, particularly 
In view of the fact 10.000 shareholder* 
would retain a preferred position In 
the set-up with a guaranteed rate of 
Interest 

Hon. H. H Stevens served notice he 
would have something to say and 
would expect a full statement from 
the government of Its monetary and 
banking policy. 

R. 8. White. Conservative. St An- 
talne-Westmount. whoee parliamen¬ 
tary experience goes back fifty fears, 
commended the government bill to 
buy control of the central bank and 
gain a dominating voice on the board 
of directors. At the earns time he 
agreed with the plan to print bi¬ 
lingual Bill I B—i In place of the dual- 
language bills now In circulation.
